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entitled  “The  Child ’a  Instructor.”  In  audi- 
tion to  being  placed  in  the  pillory,  K«acli 
was  sentenced  to  a fortnight’s  imprisonment 
and  a tine  of  $100,  and  his  book  was  ordered 
to  be  qpenly  burnt  by  the  common  hang- 
man. jlis  persecution  ceased,  however^  on 
the  restoration  of  Charles  11.,  and  he  [Was 
permitted  to  hold  a conventicle  in  Uopif’s 
lard  l'assage,  Horse-lie-down  (Horaely- 
down),  and  this  was  the  first  regular  rnjept- 
ing-place  of  the  church  that  is  now  housed 
in  the  tabernacle.  Among  the  pastors  in  the 
period  ^etween  Keach  and  C.  11.  Spurgjejon 
was  Dr.  John  dill,  the  famous  commentator, 
who  preached  to  the  church  for  fifty-one 
years.  , 

Charles  Iladdon  Spurgeon  was  only)  tl9 
years  of  age  when,  in  December,  185jj  Ee 
first  preached  in  New  Park  Struct  ChapM, 
Southwirk.  He  was  invited  to  the  pa$tk>- 
rate  early  in  the  next  year,  and  before  long 
tile  crowds  that  came  to  hear  him  far  ex- 
ceeded the  capacity  of  the  build.ng,  sot.  the 
services  were  transferred  to  Exeter  flail. 
It  should  be  mentioned  that  the  chapel  jin 
New  Paj^k  Street,  which  is  in  a very  poor 
neighborhood,  not  far  from  Southwark 
bridge,  still  stands,  though  it  is  no  longer 
devoted  to  sacred  purposes. 

Exeter  Hall  was  exchanged  for  the  mfeht 
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It  is  unsectarian,  jand  only  the  most  needy 
candidates  are  selected. 

With  50  years  pell  spent  behind  it,  the 
Metropolitan  Tabernacle  never  pauses  in 
the  work  which  it  has  to  do.  Its  present 
pastor,  Archibald  G.  Brown,  is  at  the  head 
of  a church  comprising  3,000  members,  who 
come  from  all  parts  of  South  London,  and 
one  has  only  to  wajk  round  the  building  and 
note  the  number  <>f  the  institutes,  schools, 
and  so  forth  clustered  in  its  rear  to  realize 
how  widespread  ars  its  labors. 

In  the  course  of  an  address  last  evening 
the  pastor,  the  Rey.  Archibald  Brown,  said 
they  had  met  to  praise  God  for  Hia  loving 
kindness  and  the  blessings  which  He  had 
showered  on  the  church,  and  publicly  to  ac- 
knowledge their  gratitude  to  Him.  Whilst 
they  loved  the  name  of  Spurgeon  from  the 
depths  of  their  hearts,  they  had  gathered  to 
worship  Spurgeon’s  Lord  and  Master.  He 
himself  knew  Spurgeon  as  a child,  and  he 
remembered  how,  as  he  was  driven  by  his 
grandfather  to  chapel,  his  attention  was 
drawn  to  the  vacant  spot  where  the  taber- 
nacle now  stood.  Fifty  years  ago  Spurgeon 
prayed,  “For  year^  to  come  may  ministers 
of  a full,  free,  and  finished  salvation  occupy 
the  pulpit  of  this  place,”  and  Pastor  Brown 
knew  no  other  Gospel  than  that.  Under  the 
stone  was  placed  a Bible,  and  he  wisned  it 
to  be  distinctly  understood  that  he  accepted 
the  Bible  in  its  entirety  as  the  Word  of  God. 
If  it  were  not  what  it  professed  to  be,  it  was 
the  crudest  fraud  tver  palmed  off  on  hu- 
manity; if  it  were  fiot  the  Word  of  God  and 
absolutely  reliable,  t was  a cruel  hoax ; if  it 
were  what  it  claimed  to  be,  it  was  none  oth- 
er than  the  voice  o|f  God.  As  such  he  be- 
lieved it,  and  as  long  as  he  was  spared,  to 
it  he  would  make  his  final  appeal.  Under 
the  stone  was  also  placed  the  Baptist  con- 
fession of  faith,  and  the  church  from  its  very 
commencement  had  been  a Calvmistic 
church.  Precious  as  the  memories  which 
lingered  round  it  wikre,  let  them  ever  remem- 
ber that  it  was  built  for  Christ,  and  only 
by  the  blood  of  the  eternal  covenant  could 
they  know  what  it  was  to  be  where  the 
“dear  old  governor  ’ Charles  Iladdon  Spur- 
geon was — with  Ch  *ist.

of  the  depot  knew)  that  they  arrived,  that 
is,  those  who  have  not  been  deaf  since  in- 
fancy, for  the  advent  of  every  unshaven  and 
begrimed  battalion  was  oncouneed  by  a wild 
cheer  that  emanated  from  the  first  coaches 
and  spread  into  a deafening  roar  as  the  train 
pulled  into  the  truijn-shed  and  the  following 
coaches  took  up  the  cry  of  pent  up  relief 
and  gladness.  It  Was  more  like  the  arrival 
of  a crowd  of  holiday  spirits  g.ven  a respite 
from  work  for  a daly,  than  one  expectant  of 
many  a hard  dayfs  work  in  the  harvest 
field.” 

There  have  been  many  memorable  Baptist 
Conferences  in  the  past,  but  none  more  so 
than  those  of  the  l*st  two  years.  The  meet- 
ing at  Oklahoma  n arked  the  beginning  of 
the  Northern  Baptist  Convention.  The  gath- 
ering in  Portland  list  June  entirely  dispell- 
ed any  doubts  con  jerning  the  stability  of 
the  new  organization.  It  is  here  to  stay 
and  wisely  so.  All  Baptists  ought  to  know 
exactly  what  was  d(  ne  in  the  Portland  meet- 
ing. Much  credit  ii>  due  the  denominational 
weeklies  for  their  faithful  and  accurate  re- 
ports of  the  convention  but  nothing  can  take 
the  place  of  the  official  minutes.  These  arc 
now  ready  for  distribution.  They  contain 
the  proceedings  of  the  convention  in  full, 
complete  lists  of  thn  officers  and  committees 
as  well  as  the  reports  of  the  American  Bap- 
tist  Publication  Society,  American  Baptist 
Missionary  Union  and  the  American  Baptist 
Home  Mission  Society.  No  such  volume  has 
ever  before  appeaned.  It  is  a convincing 
demonstration  of  Baptist  unity.  These  val-

Queries. 

1.  “Ii  a church  excludes  a mern&er  on 
the  ch&rae  of  Wilful  lying,  and  after  three 
or  four  ytars  the  excluded  member  presents 
himself  for  restoration,  denying  tlie  charge 
of  lying,  although  it  was  proved  to  the 
church  to  be  correct,  hut  acknowledges  he 
did  wrong  after  the  charge  was  preferred 
against  hjm,  can  the  church  restore  him?” 

The  warding  of  this  inquiry  is  not  clear, 
but  we  understand  the  querist  to  be  asking 
whether  (he  church  did  right  in  restoring 
him.  If  the  church  knew  he  had  lied,  and  he 
denied  it,  from  the  church’s  standpoint  he 
had  lied  again,  becoming  guilty  of  another 
crime.  II  the  church  knows  he  lied  and,  he 
will  not  Acknowledge,  but  even  denie?  it, 
the  church  cannot  consistently  restore  him. 

It  does  hot  seem  from  the  statement  of  the 
case  that)  the  applicant  for  restoration  was 
penitentn;  but  just  wished  to  get  back  into 
the  church. 

2.  “When  the  excluded  member  would 
not  make  any  acknowledgement*,  a few  of 
the  members  voted  for  his  restoration  and 
the  balance  would  not  and  will  not  fellow- 
ship the  brother.  Is  he  restored  to  fellow- 
ship !”  I 

He  is  Restored  to  the  fellowship  of  those 
who  voted  to  restore  him.  but  not  to  the 
fellowship  of  others:  and  hence  not  to  the 
fellowship  of  the  church  as  a whole.  It  is 
the  custom  among  Baptist  churches  that  one 
opposing  Vote  bars  an  applicant  from  ehilrch 
membership  But,  if  those  who  hold  objec- 
tions to  the  applicant  had  an  opportunity  to 
vote  agaipst  him  and  did  not  do  no,  the  vote 
was  unanimous,  and  the  applicant  was  re- 
ceived by-  the  ehnreh. 

3.  “Solme  of  the  brethren  arose  to  slate 
their  objections,  and  the  moderator  ruled 
them  out  fif  order.  Was  he  right  or  wronpT” 
If  the  vole  had  already  been  taken  on  the 
question,  the  question  was  closed,  and  the 
ruling  of  the  moderator  was  right.  If  the 
vote  had  iot  been  taken  when  these  brfth 
ren  arose  to  state  their  objections,  the  ques- 
tion was  still  open,  and  the  ruling  of  the 
moderatoi  was  wrong.  When  a vote  is  tnjien 
for  and  against  a measure,  and  the  modera- 
tor annoinees  the  result,  the  quest  op  is 
closed,  agd  it  is  out  of  order  to  have  any 
further  di  scussion  or  statements  The  ques- 
tion is  chsed. 

This  se  ms  to  be  a good  place  to  say  tj>at 
there  is  danger  sometimes  of  requiring  1<>o 
much  in  he  way  of  an  acknowledgement 
from  one  who  has  been  excluded  anil  now 
wishes  to  come  back  into  the  fold  express- 
ing a des  re,  and  promising  to  do  the  best 
he  can.  We  should  not  be  over-exacting. 
The  fact  that  one  wishes  to  come  back  into 
association  with  the  brotherhood  should  be 
taken  to  <ncan  very  much.  Some  excluded 
members  really  desire  to  ionic  back  to  the 
church  arjd  are  willing  to  ask  the  forgive- 
ness of  thd  church,  but  arc  not  strong  enough 
to  do  all  Borne  over-exacting  brother  might 
require.  There  is  real  danger  that  a brother 
or  a church  may  demand  too  much  of  a re- 
turning prodigal.

Letter  No  21 — To  One  Who  Asked  Me,  “Do 
the  Baptists  and  the  Pedobaptists  Split  at 
the  Baptizing  Place  or  at  the  Communion 
Table?" 

Dear  Friend — Tour  question  is  an  exceed- 
ingly important  one.  Upon  its  correct  an- 
swer hangs  the  solution  of  every  problem 
that  ean  arise,  touching  the  differences  be- 
tween the  Baptists  and  other  folks  In  at- 
tempting to  answer  your  question  I’ll  first 
give  you  a bit  of  correspondence  between 
Bishop  jl  C.  Morrison,  of  the  M.  E.  Church, 
South,  And  myself  and  then  T ’ll  make  a re- 
mark of  two.  Not  very  long  ago  I wrote 
the  following  letter  to  Bishop  Morrison: 

Dear  Doctor  Morrison — Recently  I Csme 
across  this  statement,  reputed  to  be  from 
the  pen  of  a Methodist:  “The  Methodist 
Church  rejects  from  the  table  of  the  Lord, 
and  denies  the  rights  of  church  fellowship 
to  all  who  have  not  been  baptized.  Previous 
to  baptism  the  individual  has'  no  rights  in 
the  visible  church.  No  society  of  Christians 
would  receive  an  unbaptized  person  into  its 
community  and  tender  to  him  the  privileges 
of  thety  body.  So  far  as  proper  church 
rights  and  privileges  are  concerned,  he  ia 
regarded  as  any  other  unconverted  man.* 
The  converts  on  the  day  of  Penteeoat  were 
first  baptized,  and  then  added  to  the  chnrch. 
The  concurrent  voice  of  the  Christian  world 
would  pxelnde  an  unbaptized  person  from 
fellowship  in  the  visible  ehnreh  of  Christ.” 

Is  the  above,  or  is  it  not,  a correct  state- 
ment of  the  position  maintained  by  the 
Methodjsts  with  reference  to  the  commun- 
ion t I have  said  that  the  above  quotation 
does  fa|rly  represent  the  teachings  of  the 
Methodjsts.  And,  if  ever  I have  occasion,  I 
shall  say  so  again — unless  I find  I am  in  er- 
ror. I Jcnow  that  you  know  what  the  Meth- 
odists believe  and  teach;  and.  therefore.  T 
shall  a crept  yonr  answer  as  authority.

To  the  above  letter  I received  the  follow- 
ing repT[y : 

Dear  Brother — You  say  the  quotation  in 
yonr  letter  is  “reputed  to  be  from  the  pen 
of  a Methodist  ” I think  there  mnst  be 
some  mistake.  T have  never  seen  anything 
like  it  from  a Methodist.  I have  been  ad- 
ministering the  communion  (as  s Methodist 
minister)  for  forty  years,  and  have  never 
“rejected  anyone  from  the  table  of  the 
Lord.”  Nor  have  I e”er  heard  of  anyone 
being  rejected  bv  any  other  Methodist  min- 
ister. As  to  their  “worthiness”  to  take 
this  sacrament  th*s  is  a matter  with  the 
party  alone.  If  one  shonld  “eat  and  drink 
unworthily,”  they  do  it  to  their  own  con- 
demnation. T never  saw  the  term  “rejected 
from  the  table  of  the  Lord”  nsed  until  T 
saw  it  in  vonr  letter.  There  is  not  one,word 
in  onr  Book  of  Discipline  on  this  subject 
Onr  people  are  baptized  in  infancy:  and 
the  requirements  necessary  for  church  mem- 
bership amongst  us  is  “A  desire  to  flee  from 


the  wrath  to  come,  and  to  be  saved  from 
'"their  sins.”  Also,  they  must  gfve  satisfac 
tion  of  the  “genuineness  of  their  faith,  and 
their  willingness  to  keep  the  rules  of  the 
church  ” With  the  full  belief  that  the 
quotation  which  you  made  is  not  from  the 
pen  of  a properly  informed  Methodist  I am.

To  the  above  I made  the  following  reply: 

Dear  Doctor  Morrison — Yours  received.  I 
thank  you  for  your  prompt  reply.  I beg 
pardon  for  intruding  another  question  or 
two.  I really  want  to  find  out  how  far 
apart  the  leading  denominations  in  this 
country  are  on  the  communion  question,  I 
have  sent  the  same  question  I sent  you  to 
one  of  the  leading  Presbyterians  in  the 
South,  with  the  exception  the  question  sent 
him  is  under  a different  quotation.  In  your 
letter  you  state  that  the  matter  of  “worthi- 
ness” to  take  this  sacrament  must  be  settled 
by  the  individual  asking  it.  Do  yon  mean 
by  this  that  it  is  the  church’s  place  to  pre- 
pare the  table  of  the  Lord,  and  then  issue 
a blanket-invitation  to  all  who  feel  so  in- 
clined to  come  and  partake  t Some  of  yonr 
people  were  not  baptized  in  their  infancy. 
Before  these  latter  arc  baptized,  if  they  de- 
sire to  partake  of  this  “sacrament.”  they 
should  be  allowed  to  do  so.  you  think! 

Has  a Roman  Chtholic  the  same  right  to 
the  Lord’*  table  in  a Methodist  church  (pro- 
vided he  wants  to  use  it)  that  a Methodist 
h^>! 

Is  there  any  connection  between  baptism 
and  the  support  If  so.  what! 

In  your  letter  you  state  that  your  people 
arc  baptized  in  infancy.  Are  infants  bap- 
tized by  a Methodist  minister,  memoirs  of 
the  Methodist  Church  t 

I shall  be  very  grateful  indeed  if  yon 
will  answer  these  qncstions  for  me.  Wc 
oqght  to  know  what  each  other  believes 
And  wc  ean  all  find  an  ahundanee  of  quo- 
tations which  state  a great  many  things 
that  are  not  bo.

I am  sorry  I cannot  give  yon  the  Bishop’s 
reply  to  this  last  letter.  But  I can’t.  T 
didn’t  receive  any. 

1.  Thp  quotation  referred  to  in  my  first 
letter  Wrom  the  pen  of  Rev.  F.  O Hibbard, 
who.  in  his  day,  as  both  scholar  and  writer 
had  no  superior  in  the  Methodist  Church. 
And  the  quotation  is  from  a book  published 
by  the  Methodist  Book  Concern,  and.  there- 
fore. then,  at  least,  it  had  the  endorsement 
of  the  Methodist  Chnrch.  Maybe  the  book 
has  gone  out  of  print,  and  for  that  reason 
Bishop  Morrison  has  never  scon  it.  The 
Methodist  Church  endorsed  it  then : and  if 
it  docs  not  endorse  it  now,  it  isn’t  heesnse 
the  Methodist  Chnrch  is  more  methodistic 
now  hut  less.  Methodism  is  whst  Mr.  Wes- 
ley defined  it  to  be;  *nd  the  best  way  to 
find  ont  what  real  Methodism  is.  is  to  read 
— not  the  revised  hooks  on  the  subject — bnt 
Ihc  books  that  teach  it  like  Mr.  Wesley 
taught  it.  The  age  of  a book  cuts  an  im- 
portant figure  in  defining  what  anv  Pedo- 
hantist  religion  is  Mr  Hibbard  also  says: 
“Tn  one  principle  the  Bantist  and  Pcdoban- 
list  churches  agree.  They  both  agree  in 
rejecting  from  communion  at  the  table  of 
the  liord.  and  iq  dpnving  the  rights  of 
ehnreh  fellowship  to  all  who  have  not  been 
baptized.  Valid  baptism  they  eonsider  as 
essential  to  eonstitnte  viaible  ehnreh  mem- 
bership. This  also  we  hold. 

The  only  qncstion.  then,  that  here  divides 


us,  is  “What  is  casential  to  valid  baptism!” 
The  Baptists,  in  passing  the  sweeping  sen- 
tence of  disfranchisement  upbn  all  other 
Christian,  ehurehea,  have  only" acted  upon  a 
principle  held  in  common  with  all  other 
Christian  chureho*.  vix:  Baptism  is  essential 
to  chnrch  metnhemhip.  They  have  denied 
our  baptism,  and  ns  unbaptized  per  eons  we 
have  been  excluded  from  their  tabic.  That 
they  err  greatly  in  their  Vicars  of  Christian 
baptism,  we,  of  course,  believe.  But,  ac- 
cording to  their  views  of  baptism,  they  eef- 
tainly  are  consistent  in  restricting  thus  their 
communion.  Their  views  of  baptism  force 
them  upon  the  ground  of  strict  communion, 
and  herein  they  act  upon  the  same  princi- 
ple* a*  other  churches,  i.  e.,  they  admit  only 
those  whom  they  deem  baptized  persons  to 
the  communion  table.  It  is  evident  that 
according  to  onr  views  of  baptism,  we  can 
admit  them  to  our  communion;  but  with 
their  views  of  baptism,  it  is  equally  evi- 
dent, they  ean  never  reciprocate  the  cour- 
tesy. And  the  charge  of  close  communion 
is  no  more  applicable  to  the  Baptrita  than 
to  us.  inasmuch  as  the  question  of  church 
fellowship  with  them  is  determined  by  as 
lib*  ral  principles  as  St  is  with  any  other 
Protestant  churches,  so  far,  I mean,  aa  the 
present  subject  ia  concerned.  I.  e.,  tt  ia  de- 
termined hv  valid  baptism  ” 

Now.  the  above  quotations  do  fairlv  rep- 
resent the  teachings  of  the  Methodist  Oiureh 
Biahon  Morrison  to  the  contrary,  notwith 
standing 

II.  The  Bishop  also  says:  “There  ia  not 
one  word  in  our  Book  of  Discipline  on  this 
subject.”  Now,  the  latest  Discipline  I have 
is  dated  1994.  The  General  Conference 
“revises”  it  every  four  years  you  know 
And  every  time  they  “revise”  their  Dis- 
eipline,  they  get  farther  away  from  what 
real  Methodism  i*. 

I sometimes  wonder  if  Mr  Wesley,  the 
man  who  founded  and  defined  Methodism, 
should  eome  back  to  er.rth  and  meet  a Meth- 
odist Church,  if  he  would  reeogni»*f  his 
child.  Bnt  over  against  the  Bishop’s  asser- 
tion that  thefe  ia  not  one  word  In  the  Book 
of  Discipline  on  the  Communion  question. 
I find  this:  “Let  those  who  have  any  sent- 
pics  -onceming  the  rreeiving  of  the  com- 
munion kneeling  he  permitted  to  receive  it 
either  standing  or  sitting:  bnt  no  person 
shall  he  admitted  ho  the  Lord's  Rtipper 
among  ns  who  is  guiltv  of  any  pactiee  for 
which  we  Would  exclude  a mrmher  of  our 
rhnrrh.”  Now.  if  that  isn't  restricting  the 
communion,  what  ia  it!  Well,  u they’ll  not 
let  nnyb^Iy  commune,  whom  they’ll  turn 
out.  do  veif  rrelcon  thcyTl  lef  anybody  com- 
mune whom  they *11  nof  tafcr  j reckon 
they  wonld  refuse  to  fske  in  one  who  had 
not  been  baptized.  Don’t  von  reckon!  If 
so.  then  they,  among  other  matters  restrict 
their  eommunmn  to  the  baptized.  Bo  do  we. 

An  older  D:seipline  than  the  edition  of 
1®94.  sava ; “Q  Are  there  anv  direction* 
given  concerning  the  administering  of  the 
lord’s  Runner!  A T<et  no  person  who  is 
not  a member  of  onr  ehnreh  be  admitted  to 
the  commnnion  without  examination,  and 
some  token  given  by  an  elder  or  deaeon” 

This  Diseinline  bears  the  date  “lAI?’'-— 
it  was  nnh!:*h*d  little  more  than  50  years 
after  Mr.  Wesley’s  death. 

I think  von  will  readilv  agree  with  me. 
that  the  real  Baptists  and  the  real  Metho- 
dists  “solif”  st  the  “haprizTfig  place”  and 
not  at  the  commnnion  table.  And  the  same 
argument  that  leads  to  this  conclnsion  with 
reference  to  the  Methodists,  leads  ns  to  the

The  (Jenlral  Coldwater  Baptist 
Chureh  was  organized  by  Dr.  J. 
W.  LipSey,  Rev.  II.  B.  Hayward 
and  Rev.  E.  M.  Parks,  in  the 
spring  of  1874;  received  into  the 
association  at  Sardis  in  October 
of  the  same  year,  numbering  sixty- 
three  in  membership.

The  church  worshipped  in  a 
school  house  for  about  two  years, 
and  then  built,  at  a coat  of  almut 
$1500,  the  house  just  west  of  the 
railroad,  and  worshipped  there  for 
about  thirty-three  years.

tained  two  harmful  drugs,  cocaine 
and  caffeine,  the  former  oniy  in 
very  minute  rjuantity.  The  manu- 
facturers of  this  drink  always 
maintained  that  their  product  did 
not  contain  cjocaine.  but  in  a suit 
which  the  Coca  Cola  Company 
brought  agajnst  the  United  States 
government  in  1902-3  for  a refund 
of  taxes  charged  upon  their  prod- 
uct as  a patent  medicine  during 
the  Spanish-jAmerican  war,  gov- 
ernment chehtists  showed  the  pres- 
ence of  cocaihe. 

Since  tha)  .time  chemists  anal- 
yzing coca  qcjla  have  rarely  found 
cocaine  in  it.  However,  the  re- 
port for  1907jof  the  North  Dakota 
Pure  Food  tlommissioner  says  of 
the  examination  of  this  drink, 
“Gave  a reaction  for  cocaine.’ ’ 
The  coca  eoia  thus  reported  was 
purchased  ihj  the  fall  of  1906  in 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  where  tne  company 
has  its  heatHqqarters.  This  would 
seem  to  indicate  t'.iat  the  com- 
pany’s effort^  to  produce  a coca 
extract  without  cocaine  are  not 
always  successful,  for  the  coca 
cola  manufacturers  claim  that 
they  have  fbhnd  a secret  process 
by  which  the  flavor  of  the  eoca 
leaves  will  be  (extracted  r<  is  said 
upon  high  authority  th.i  this  so- 
called  extract  is  made  from  the 
residue  left-in  the  manufacture  of 
cocaine.  j;  ( 

It  may  be  asked,  “Why  are  coca 
leaves  used,  since  cocaine  is  no 
longer  desired  as  an  ingredient  of 
the  drink’’!  }t  is  because  without 
some  use  off  coca  the  company 
woilld  lose  the  right  to  the  trade 
name  Coca  C<fla. 

It  is  well-  here  to  explain  that 
coca  leaves,  from  which  cocaine  is 
extracted,  b^ar  no  relationship 
whatever  to  the  coca  beam  from 
which  coca  and  chocolate  aTe  de- 
rived. These)  leaves  are  obtained 
from  a Peruvian  shrub  known  as 
Erythroxyloq  Coca.  The  fresh 
leaves,  as  used  in  South  America, 
have  an  exhilarating  effect  for  a 
time,  but  medical  writers  say  this 
is  not  true  dfi  the  dried  leaves  im- 
ported to  this  country.  Some  peo- 
ple, ignorant  of  the  fact  that  co- 
caine is  the  active  principle  of 
coca  leaves,  are  chewing  them 
thinking  they  are  stimulating  and 
strength-giving.  All  such  are  in 
danger  of  addiction  to  cocaine,  the 


most  enslaving  and  degrading 
drug  yet  known  to  mankind. 

The  drug  which  is  now  the  main 
constituent  of  coca  cola  is  caf- 
feine. Caffeine  is  the  active  prin- 
ciple of  the  kola  (also  spelled 
cola)  nut,  and  is  found,  too,  in 
tea  and  coffee.  The  general  salcs- 
miinager  of  the  Coca  Cola  Com- 
pany told  me  that  they  get  most 
of  their  caffeine  from  tea.  With 
on|y  the  flavor  of  the  coca  leaves, 
and  with  the  caffeine  taken  irom 
tea,  how  docs  the  company  justify 
itsi advertising  statement:  “To  the 
invigorating  properties  of  the  co- 
ca'lcaf  are  added  the  sustaining 
qualities  of  the  cola  nut!’’ 

(The  advertisements  state  that 
coca  cola  is  no  more  harmful  than 
tea  and  coffee.  But  every  intelli- 
gent person  knows  that  tea  and 
coffee  are  injurious  to  children 
and  weakly  persons,  and  tp  any 
onp  if  indulged  in  immoderately. 
Ypt  children  and  young  people 
not  infrequently  drink  five  to  ten 
and  even  twenty  glasses  a day  of 
coiia  cola,  and  some  buy  and  drink 
it  by  the  bottle  and  pitcher. 

JIas  any  one  ever  been  injured 
by!  coca  cola!  Many  travelers  in 
thl  South,  and  people  living  in 
the  Southern  States  where  this 
drink  is  much  more  commonly 
us^d  than  in  the  North,  have  as- 
sumed me  that  young  people  who 
become  addicted  to  this  drink  de- 
velop nervous  disorders  and  some 
are  wrecked  by  it.  One  W.  C.  T. 
U. (woman  of  high  sranlrng  wrote 
md,  “The  sanitariums  are  full  of 
its  victims  and  they  Hre  just  like 
drunkards.  ” Newspaper  clippings 
have  come  to  me  with  notices  of 
boys  going  insane,  and  the  physi- 
cians in  attendance  said  the  trou- 
ble was  caused  by  cigarettes  and 
coca  cola.  Some  W.  C.  T.  U.  wom- 
en in  New  York  State,  who  have 
been  making  a study  of  this  drink 
saj'  they  see  much  nervous  trouble 
among  those  who  have  become  ad- 
dicted to  it.  A prominent  physi- 
cian of  Washington.  D.  C.,  writes 
nit  that  he  thinks  coca  cola  even 
worse  in  its  effects  than  beer, 
which  we  all  know  to  be  injurious. 
A health  officer  says,  ’"Many  fac- 
tory girls  are  spending  most  of 
thfir  wages  on  coca  cola.’’

lier’s  Weekly,  was  sent  to  Geor- 
gia by  Collier  s to  study  coca  cola. 
He  wrote  to  me  of  it  as  follows: 
“I  rejfirted  to  Collier's  that  1 am 
convinced  that  coca  cola  docs  not 
contain  cocaine.  But  I do  most 
emphatically  believe  that  it  pro- 
duces pabit,  not  s.>  pronounced  in- 
deed, as  alcohol  or  morphine  ad- 
dicting, but,  nevertheless,  baneful 
and  difficult  to  break.  1 hear  from 
all  parts  of  the  South  both  by  let- 
ter and  by  personal  interview  of 
cases  {there  the  addict  must  have 
his  fifteen  or  twenty  glasses  of 
‘ dope  1 (the  Southern  term  for 
coca  <ida)  per  day.  I hope  most 
sincerely  that  your  organization 
will  not  either  explicitly  or  by  im- 
plication  give  coca  cola  a ‘clean 
hill  of  health.’  ” 

The  Bureau  of  Chemistry  at 
Washington  has  examined  coca 
cola  find  I)r.  Wiley  says  also: 
“When  caffeine  is  separated  from 
tea  or!  coffee  and  used  as  a sepa- 
rate drug  it  exerts  a much  more 
specific  action  upon  the  system 
than  ihen  in  natural  combina- 
tion. jits  general  effect  is  to  in- 
duce tpat  unhappy  siaic  described 
as  nervousness,  with  deranged  di- 
gestion and  impaired  health.” 

Dr.  }H.  H.  Rusby,  dean  of  the 
Collcgh  of  Pharmacy  of  Columbia 
University,  New  York  City  a high 
authority,  says:  “Caffeine  is  a 
genuine  poison,  both  acute  and 
chronic.  Taken  in  the  form  of  a 
beverage  it  tends  to  the  formation 
of  a cjrug  habit,  quite  as  charac- 
teristic, though  not  so  elective,  as 
ordinary  narcotics.  Permanent 
disorders  of  the  cardiac  (heart) 
function,  and  of  the  cerebral 
(brain)  circulation  result  from  its 
continued  use.’’ 

The!  Druggists’  Circular  for 
May,  1908,  contained  a query  from 
a druggist  as  to  a good  formula 
for  a kola  nut  soda  syrup.  The 
answer  was  in  part  as  follows: 
“Thcije  are  two  kinivs  of  drug- 
gists. One  kind  puts  any  and 
every  kind  of  stuff  into  stock,  and 
passes  it  out  to  his  customers, 
young!  and  old,  ignorant  or  learn- 
ed, foolish  or  wise  his  only  desire 
being  to  get  a profit.  The  other 
kind  of  druggist  refuses  to  stock 
some  things  at  all.  Kola  drinks 
owe  {heir  vogue  to  the  caffeine 
which; they  contain.  Caffeine  is  a 
poison  which  is  cumulative  in  its 
effects,  and  an  excess  of  which  has 
not  infrequently  caused  death. 
We  bflieve  you  would  better  be 
on  record  as  discouraging  rather 
than  encouraging  the  growth  of 
the  caffeine  habit,  especially 
among  young  people,  who  consti- 
tute a (large  part  of  the  soda-water 
trade.*’ 

The;  London  Lancet  of  January 
25,  1908,  reports  the  results  of  ex- 
periments made  in  Paris  with 
kola  fiven  to  horses  ro  determine 
its  action  in  relieving  fatigue.  It 
apparently  diminished  fatigue, 
but  the  horses  receiving  it  lost 
more  weight  than  those  to  whom 
it  wa(i  not  given.  The  experi-

menter  said  ihis  showed  that  kola 
(caffeine)  like  alcohol,  can  give 
the  tissue  a lash  with  a whip,  but 
that  such  energy,  artificially  pro- 
duced, was  at  the  expense  of  the 
organism.  So.  when  people  see  the 
alluring  advertisements  of  caf- 
feine drinks  which  “relieve  fa- 
tigue,’’ let  them  beware  of  the  re- 
lief which  carries  with  it  injury 
to  the  body. 

The  salcs-manager  of  the  Coca 
Cola  Company  told  ine  that  coca 
cola  was  first  sold  as  a patent 
medicine  but  when  it  passed  tuto 
its  present  ownership  it  was  de- 
cided to  sell  it  as  a beverage. 

Will  parents  be  wise  when  they 
read  this,  and  warn  their  children 
to  beware  of  drug  drinks  which 
enslave,  and  lead  to  impaired  ii- 
reRtion  and  nervous  breakkdown! 
Will  religious  editors  read  this 
Hnd  continue  to  advertise  coca 
•ola  as  a harmless  drink! — The 
Jeffersonian.
